„From the sentiment I gathered from the 
leading papers of my county, and from in- 
tercourse with the people of my county, 
I believe that they desire a change 
of one of the candidates for which I have 
been voting. It may be a bold man, Mr. 
President, who makes a change at this time, 
in the face of certain circumstances that 
have oceurred on the floor of this House.

THE INQUIRY. 
SLOW PROGRESS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ALBANY, N. T., June 10.—The bribery in- 
vestigation made slow progress to-day, and 
no important facts were developed. Neither 
Bradley nor Sessions was on the stand. At 
the morning session Speaker Sharpe and 
Senator Williams were examined. Their tes- 
timony was largely corroborative of points 
advanced by Bradley and Sessions. Speaker 
Sharpe handed the $2,000 over to the Com- 
mittee, who deposited it with the State Con- 
troller. There were three $500 bills and ten 
$50 bills, He said he was alone in Vice- 
President Arthur’s room, about 9 o’elock 
Wednesday evening, when Bradley and 
Jones eame to see him. The interview 
was described as follows: “Mr. Bradley 
sald that he had something important 
to say to me I motioned to 
hin to take a chair, and Mr. Jones also. He 
then stated to me that he had an improper 
approach made to him to vote for Mr. 
Depew, and had been offered some money. I 
asked him whether he had the money. He 
said yes, he had the money, and then took it 
out of his pocket. I took the money and 
looked it over. Iasked him if he had min- 
gled with it any other money. He said * No,’ 
We looked it over, and discovered that the 
smallest bill was $50. He said he had 
none other as large as that. Before 
he went away he spoke to Jones about men- 
tioning the names who gave him the money. 
Jones thought he ought. He then told me it 
was the Senator of his district, Vr. Sessions.

In the light of these statements 
what face can be put on the refusal of the 
Bourbons in the Senate during all of the 
extra session to permit a vote to be taken on 
the question of confirming Riddlederger to 
one of its petty offices, the ouly ground of ob- 
jection being that he was an improper man 
to be voted for? Can it be possible that one 
who is not fit to be Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
United States Senate is fit to be a Bourbon 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Virginia? 


Tur efforts of some of the Bourbon lead- 
ers in Virginia to bring about the nomination 
of a straight Republican ticket thi’ year are 
not likety to succeed. The motives are too 
plain. It is true, however, that sonie of the 

ed Republican leaders in the State are 
opposed to the coalition for the simple reason 
that they do not wish the party to be success- 
ful in the State election. It is to their inter- 
estethat the party should be kept small, 
and that the number of eminent white 
leaders in it should not exceed the quota of 
offices to be filled. The two Republican 
Congressinen-elect of the State—Jorgensen 
and Dezendorf—are said to be decidedly of 
this way of thinking. So far as Dezendorf 
is concerned, his opposition to a cealition is 
extremely shortsighted. He could not have 

elected to Congress but for the diversion 
in his favor made by the Readjusters. 
Though he had a nominal majority over both 
candidates, it is well known that many Read- 
justers plumped for him; and the proof of it 
is the fact that Goode defeated him in 1878 by 
nearly 3,000 majority.

THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY CON- 
FERENCE. 


When the International Monetary Confer- 
ence agreed a few week ago upon a recess, 
which will last till the latter part of this 
month, it looked very much as though no de- 
cisive result was to be expected from the dis- 
cussion. Of course nothing has occurred 
since then to change this outlook. It may 
be accepted, then, that the late Secretary of 
State—Evarts—was misled as to the condi- 
tions which he believed tc be favorable to an 
agreement upon an international bimetallic 
union, and which induced him to urge 
American participation in the Conference. 

The English Commissioner represents his 
Government as indisposed to depart from the 
single gold standard which was adopted in 
1816. The Commissioner from India would 
only say that his country will continue to 
use the single silver standard. Belgium fol- 
lowed England in this matter, as in most 
other affairs. The most that the German del- 
egate would promise was that the Empire is 
willing to abstain during some fixed period 
from the sale of any more of its surplus sil- 
ver, amounting now to abont $150,000,000; 
that thereafter it would, during another pe- 
riod, agree to sellafixed amount per annum, 
so as not to glut the market; that it would also 
callin the five-mark notes of the Imperial 
Bank, amounting to about 68,000,000 marks, 
and recoin the silver pieces at the rate of 
18 to 1 instead of 14 to 1, the present 
ratio of the five-mark and two-mark silver 
pieces. These concessions on the part of Ger- 
many were regarded by M. Cernuschi, of 
France, to be utterly insufficient, and, along 
with the unwillingness of Great Britain to 
make any concession whatever, the forma- 
tion of an international bimetallic union 
seems to be almost out of the question for 
the time-being. It is possible, but not like- 
ly, that some new suggestions will be made 
when the Conference shall reconvene which 
shall lead to some partial arrangement. 

There seemed to be an impression among 
the European delegates to the Conference 
that the Americans have a specially selfish 
purpose in advocating bimetallism—viz.: to 
create a foreign market for the product of 
the American silver mines. Asa matter of 
fact, no other country on earth will be able to 
bear up so well as the United States under 
the stringency of a contraction of interna- 
tional hard moneys to the basis of gold 
alone. The representatives of the European 
Governments have not taken sufficiently 
into account the relative and enormous ad- 
vantages which America will have over 
Europe in the absence of an international 
agreement that shall give recognition and 
stability to both metals as money. These 
advantages can be clearly indicated. 

In the first place, whatis commonly under- 
stood by the term “balance of trade” is 
almost sure to continue in favor of this 
country. Such progress has been made in 
the development and utilization of American 
resources that we may hold ourselves prac- 
tically independent of foreign countries in 
time of trial. Theonly imports which Amer- 
ica actually needs to make are teas, coffees, 
spices, dyes, and other products of tropical 
climates. The luxuries and fancy goods 
which we take from France and some other 
European countries may be and will be cut 
down to meet any stringency that may come. 
But Europe is dependent upon America in a 
way which cannot be ‘escaped. The 
population of Europe is growing at 
the rate of three or four millions 
ayear. These cannot be permitted to starve 
nor go naked. They cannot produce enough 
food for their own wants, No other country 
can furnish them with the necessities of life 
so cheaply as America. They must continue 
to buy our cereal and animal food, our cot- 
ton, and our petroleum in enormous quanti- | 
ties. Hence the exchanges must, in the nat- 
ure of things, continue to be in favor of 
America, and Europe must pay the balances 


| against her. 


Now, in ease there shall be a failure to 
agree upon monetary union, 
it is not un- 
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tinue to circulate at par, like Government 
ami National-Dank notes. The product of the 
American mines, which during the past 
three years has been almost wholly con- 
sumed at home in coinage and the arts, will be 
thrown on the market. If this product shall 
continue at the rate of $40,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000 a year, it is safe to say that three millions 
a month will be thrown upon the London 
market. It will have the effect of depressing 
constantly the bullion value of silver. The 
demand for coinage will be saut off entirely, 
except as to India and China. The supply 
will be augmented from Germany, and per- 
haps elsewhere. The result will be such a 
reduction in value as to create something 
like a panic in France and other countries 
which shall still retain large amounts of sil- 
ver as money, and create havoc in the trade 
relations with the foreign countries which 
have no money except silver. 

But even this serious disturbance will not 
be the worst feature of the situation so far as 
Europe is concerned. The balances which 
England, Germany, France, and other coun- 
tries will be compelled to pay for American 
products will need to be paid in gold. The 
gold will be readily absorbed in this 
country. It need not to be sent abroad 
again except in the way of loan. By the sim- 
ple process of gradually retiring our bank- 
note circulation we can make room for 350 
millions more European gold without in- 
flating our currency, and an absorption of 
that amount from England, France, and Ger- 
many will produce a commercig! stringency 
of terrible severity. Europe will suffer from 
a steady drain of gold to this country from 
which it cannot escape, and unemployed sil- 
ver will steadily depreciate until France will 
be compelled to demonetize it, and that will 
help to knock it still lower. When silver 
falls to 40 or 30 per cent, in what condition 
will the finances of India be? If the British 
Government undertakes to demonetize silver 
in India and replace it with gold, where will 
it be had, and where will a market be found 
for the 1,000 millions of demonetized silver 
of the indian Empire? 

Financial chaos will stare Europe and India 
in the face, while America will continue to 
be prosperous with vastly more than its 
proper share of the only money then recog- 
nized the world over, It will then only bea 
question of time as to when the Governments 
which are now perversely holding out against 
an international bimetallic union will plead 
for such an agreement; and it may be, in 
such case, that America will be as selfish and 
obstinate as Great Britain now is. 

If the present Monetary Conference shall 
fail to arrive at any agreement because the 
European financiers are under the impres- 
sion that the United States will open up the 
gates for silver and leave the gold for Europe, 
the European Government will be obliged to 
bear the penalty of such an error. The 
United States can afford to wait for an inter- 
national agreement upon the double standard 
infinitly better than any other country, not 
excepting England. If greed and bad advice 
shall deceive the British and German states- 
men now, they or their successors will be 
seriously embarrassed, at some day not very 
far distant, by such a contraction of legal- 
tender and international money as Europe 
has never felt before.

THE BETRAYAL OF THE PEOPLE OF 
NEW YORK 


The people of New York have always been 
distinguished for their pride, not te say 
hauteur. They are justly proud of the po- 
litical and commercial importance of their 
State; itis the “Empire” State; its chief 
city is the financial and commercial metropo- 
lis of the country. They are proud of the 
long line of statesmen they have furnished 
to the Nation, from Jay and Hamilton, who 
contributed so powerfully to the formation 
of the Government, to Seward, who rendered 
such splendid services in its preservation in 
the hour of its supreme trial. They are 
proud of their old families, proud of their 
contributions to art, science, and literature, 
proud of their railway kings and merchant 
princes, and proud of the prestige which 
those distinguishing characteristics confer 
upon their State as a member of the family 
of States. The public men who frepre- 
sent the State of New York in the 
councils of the Nation must reflect this dis- 
tinction, must realize that they hold the post 
of honor, or they will fall to satisfy their con- 


‘ stituency. To a degree the prestige of the 


Empire State is always at stake; its charm 
may be dispelled, its fascination transformed 
into repulsion. To the critical observer this 
prestige appears to have received a rude 
shock. New York seems to be peculiarly 
unfortunate in her prominent National repre- 
sentatives. In addition to her constitutional 
representation in Congress, New York York 
now has the Vice-Presidency. Harper’s 
Weekly has this to say of the incumbent: 


The present Vice-President is from New 
York, but by common consent be bus already 
compromised the character of nis office. During 
the brief period since his ciection he has been 
conspicuous for three things: his speech at che 
Dorsey dinner, his prevendon of the election of 
a President = Saas of the Seuate, and his 
lobtying for the resection of Mr. Conkling. 
Vice-President’s speech at the Dorsey dinner 
was a bilarious congratulation, scarcely velied, 
that he had been elected to the Vice- Presidency 
by the skill of the star-routo con- 
tractor in putting mone were it 
would do the most revention 
of the election of a temporary President of the 
Senate the Vice-President is reported to have 
explained by saying that if he had left the 
chair, as is customary, the temporary officer 
would have been a Democrat. But this wouid 
have been the consequence of the resignation 
of the New York Seuators, whose cause the 
Vice-President bas made bis own. His lobbying 
for the re@iection of Senators who in order to 
wage war upon the Adwinistration, of which he 
isa betrayed the Senate into Democratic 

„is the most discreditable incideut in the 
career of any Vice-President, and it has re- 
ceived both the public and private condemna- 
tion which it deserves. 


It may be admitted that Mr. Curtis, the pre- 
sumed author of this severe paragraph, is 
rather unfriendly than friendly to Vice-Pres- 
ident Arthur. But we venture to say that 


no disinterested observer of Mr. Arthur’s 
course will dispute the justness of Mr. Cur- 


tis’ judgment and censure. And, if this be 
true, it may be assumed as a fact that the 
people of New York are not proud of their 
representative in the Vice-lresidency, but 
rather that they deplore Mr. Arthur’s in- 
cumbency asin derogation of the dignity of 
the State, and asastain upon the honor of 
its citizens. This would be quite enough to 
shame a proud people, but it is not all of dis- 
honor that rests upon the Empire State. 
Both her representatives in the United 
States Senate have resigned their seats, 
and resigned without sufficient cause,— 
without any cause, indeed. On this 
act the country has rendered its ver- 
dict of condemnation; and in this verdict 
the people of New York, so far as their voice 
can be heard, acquiesce with'great unanimity. 
It follows that in the contest now waging at 
Albany the historic renown, the honorable 
prestige, and the well-earned fame of the 
Empire State are at stake. One of her citi- 
zens is oblivious of his obligations to main- 
tain the traditional dignity which attaches 
to his station as Vice-President of a great 
Nation. Ata public dinner he made an un- 
seemly speech importing his obligation for 
his election not to the free choice of the peo- 
ple, but to the use of money and the aid of 
the arts of machine polities. As presiding 
officer of the Senate he has neglected an im- 


portant duty whose performance was neces- 
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Bion to the — ; and the design ot 
this iel cestest es to relieve the 
resigning Senators from New York of the 
just imputation of endangering the suprem- 
acy in the Senate of the party to which 
they professed allegiance. Last, but not 
least, Mr. Arthur appears in the lobby of the 
Assembly where the ex-Genators seek a re- 
election as their agent and manager,—agent 
and manager of their machine! Thisis the 
attitude of New York’s trio of representa- 
tives in the high places of the Nation. They 
represent a defeated conspiracy to usurp one 
of the chief constitutional functions of the 
President of the United States. ‘There is no 
disputing this bald fact. The two Senators 
from New York and the Vice-President de- 
manded, in writing, that the President should 
surrender his initiative in the nomination of 
a Collector for the Port of New York,—sur- 
render it tothem! And there is not a shred 
or patch of evidence to Show that 
there was any other motive for the demand 
in the minds of the trio than a desire to con- 
trol the patronage of the Custom-House of 
the chief port of*the country. It was an au- 
dacious attempt to run the machine“ 
through the White House,—an attempt to 
make the President obey its autocratic be- 
hests, to compel him to sacrifice to its man- 
date a prerogative conferred upon him by 
both the spirit and the letter of the Constitu- 
tion. 

This is the case the jury at Albany Is try- 
ing; and the man who does not know that 
the honor of the Empire State is involved in 


the verdict which shall be rendered, and that 


it cannot bein favor of the three conspirators 
without covering her people with confusion 
and shame, is an intellectual and moral dolt. 
The fame of New York trembles in the bal- 
ance. It is not sufficient merely to prevent 
the re@lection of the ex-Senators; they should 
be rébuked by the prompt choice of their 
successors. The people have petitioned to 
thisend. On Wednesday Senator Winslow 
presented a petition praying him to vote 
against Conkling and Platt, and expressed 
regret that he could not carry out the will of 
his constituents. His regret will be keener 
still when his constituents relegate him to 
private life. The people of New York are 
being betrayed and disgraced, and the sense 
of shame is deepened with every day’s pro- 
longuuon of the contest. 
8 
CONKLING’S BOLT. 

The occasional divisions of parties and the 
more frequent secessions of factions and 
leaders are common in all countries, and 
fully as frequent in thiscountry as elsewhere. 
Even as far back as the days of Washington 
and John Adams these revolts or separations 
from parties took place, and they have come 
down to the present day. The close of the 
“era of good feeling,’’ when all the country 
was of one party, saw a — disruption of 
political fraternity. All the candidates for 
the Presidency in 1824 were members of the 
National Republican party, and all, except 
Gen. Jackson, haa been members of Mr. 
Monroe’s Cabinet. When Gen, Jackson was 
inaugurated in 1829 the Democratic party be- 
caine a distinct organization, and during the 
eight years of that Presidency there were 
many serious defections, among the leaders 
as well as among the rank and file. Mr. Cal- 
houn, the Vice-President, resigned his office 
to place himself at the head of an opposi- 
tion to the Administration. Others did the 
same, and the Democracy of Pennsylvania 
was supposed to be so seriously rent because 
of the President’s bank policy that the party 
in that State was destined to defeat forever 
after. In 1640 thousands left the Democratic 
party on the tariff and bank issues and joined 
the Whigs, eleeting Hairison and Tyler, but 


in a comparatively brief time the Whig party 


went to pieces, and Tyler, having no party, 
set up one of hisown. At a later day there 
were large defections from the Democratic 
party because of the annexation of Texas and 
the Mexican war; and Mr. Clay and Mr. 
Webster differed widely from the other 
wing of the Whig party led by Mr. 
Seward on the question of slavery in 
the Territories, this difference nearly 
dividing the party intotwo. The Democratic 
party in 18545 suffered immense defections 
because of the repeal of the Missouri Com- 
promise, calling into existence the Repub- 
lican party, which was largely officered in all 
the States by Democrats. Even Gen. Fre- 
mont, the first Republican candidate for 
President, had been a Democrat, Still later, 
Horace Greeley, differing from the Kepub- 
lican party, became the leader of the Dem- 
ocratic party. The cases of individual de- 
fection from parties are numerous and con- 
spicuous. Banks, Sumner, Boutwell, and 
Rantoul in Massachusetts: Palmer and 
Trumbull in LUlinois; Doolittle and 
Carpenter in Wisconsin; Morton in In- 
diana; Dix and Van Buren in New 
York; Wilmot and Hickman in Penn- 
sylvania; Blair in Maryland, and Blair in 
Missouri; Hlamlin in Maine, and others 
equally well known in all the States, left the 
Democratic party to become leaders in the 
opposition thereto. Of these, Palmer, Trum- 
bull, the Blairs, Doolittle, and others, have 
ata later day returned to their old State- 
sovereignty faith. All these defections in 
the history of American politics, whether of 
individuals or factions, were the result of 
differences of opinion as to great political 
questions. Thus Horace Greeley and his 
Liberal associates in 1872 left the Repub- 
lican party on a question of administrative 
reform, and because the reconstruction pol- 
icy was considered too extreme, Had Mr. 
Greeley lived to the present day he, as most 
of his adherents in 1872 have done, would 
have returned to the Republican organiza- 
tion. 

The point to which we wish to call attention 
is, that there has never been an individual 


‘or even factional separation from either of the 


great parties from Washington down to Gar- 
field that was not caused by a difference of 
opinion upon some political principles di- 
rectly affecting the National welfare; some 
question of finance, the tariff, or other eco- 
nomical policy; on slavery, suffrage, civil 
rights, freedom of the ballot, protection to 
life and property, or the manner of executing 
the laws. It has been reserved fur 1881, and 
for Roscoe Conkling and thirty-four of the 
100 Republican members of the New York 
Legislature to secede from and abandon the 
Republican party on a difference of opin- 
ion as to the appointment of a Collector 
ot Customs! To-day Mr, Conkling and the 
Vice-President of the United States are 
lobbying in the halls and barrooms 
of an Albany hotel to induce the Republican 
members of the New York Legislature and 
the Republican party of. New York to dis- 
band, and, uniting with the Democrats, make 
war upon, and if possible break down, the 
Republican Administration, and with it the 
Republican party. 

All this upon a meré question of party 
spoils; disrupt the party beeause one Re- 
publican was appointed to a subordinate 
office instead of another; abandon the Sen- 
ate and deliver it over to a Democratic 
majority, and subject the Republican Ad- 
ministration and the Republican party to the 
control of a Democratie branch of Congress. 
Conkling, with a full knowledge that the 


Senate was a tie, including Mahone as a Re-

In the history of American politics there 
has been no such defecion of individuals or 


| factions from any party for such a cause. No 


man holding a high position has ever dis- 
graced himself by abandoning his party be- 
cause he did not get all the offices for his 
friends that he claimed, It remained for 
Roscoe Conkling to Jeave the Republican 
party and give over one branch of Congress 
to the opposition because he was not per- 
mitted to dictate to the President all the per- 
sons to fill all the Government offices in New 
York. Let him have the exclusive glory of 
such an ignoble distinction, 
— 
THE ALBANY BRIBERY CASE. 

The alleged bribery ease at Albany is cer- 
tainly very perplexing. The two men, Ses- 
sions and Bradley, make statements of inter- 
views that agree substantially except as to 
the alleged transfer of money. Bradley 
swears up and down that Sessions gave him 
$2,000, and Sessions swears down and up that 
he didn’t give Bradley the money. And 
there the case stands. ‘The fact that the 
money was put into the possession of Speaker 
Sharpe, and has since been transferred to the 
custody of the Controller by order of the 
Investigating Committee, cuts no particular 
figure. Of course the money would need to 
be produced, even. if the charge of bribery 
had been trumped up. But it does not fol- 
low that it came from Sessions. If the latter 
shall prove to the satisfaction of the public 
that Bradley communicated to several other 
persons his intention to vote for Depew, and 
did this before the time at which he charges 
Sessions paid him the $2,000, his story about 
the money would be considerably weakened ; 
because it would be folly for Depew, or any 
agent of his, or any one acting for him with- 
out his knowlege, to pay $2,000 for a vote 
that had already been proffered voluntarily. 
The question of veracity must be determined 
between Bradley and Sessions by collate 
circumstances, ' 

Bradley's story is evidently received at Al- 
bany with great misgiving, since yesteraay’s 
ballots not only gave Depew all the votes he 
had before, but one more. If bribery were 
going on, or if it were credited, after ex- 
posure, the chances are that Depew’s vote 
would fall off instead of increasing. It may 
be readily credited, however, that this story 
wili enable Conkling te hold his men to- 
gether longer than would otherwise have 
been possible. It has prepared the way for 
subjecting to a suspicion of having been 
bribed every man who shall desert Conkling 
forsome Republican who can be elected. 
The fact that such a suspicion will be unjust, 
whether the present bribery charge shall be 
sustained or not, will not deter Conkling and 
his managers from using it as a menace to 
hold votes and a punishment to those 
who shall abandon Conkling. But such a 
suspicion will not gain eurrency nor make a 
lodgment among fair-minded people. That 
Conkling cannot be re@lected was deter- 
mined before there was any qnestion of 
bribery. It is therefore the duty of Repub- 
lican members of the Legislature to decide 
without any reference to the alleged bribery 
whether they may honestly and conscien- 
tiously continue te vote for a man who can- 
not be elected as a means to defeat the elec- 
tion of any Republican to the Senatorial 
vacancy. Such a consideration cannot prop- 
erly be influenced by any bribe that may be 
charged, or even proven, to secure a vote for 
some other candidate. The contest does not 
lie between Mr. Conkling and Mr. Depew, 
but between Conkling and some Republican. 
lf Mr. Depew were to drop out of the con- 
test altogether the issue which Mr. Conkling 
has made would still remain.

Sir Duncan McGregor, k. C. B. Inspector 
General ef the Constabulary force in Ireland 
in 1848, is dead.

SIGNAL SERVICE. 
STATIONS TO BE ESTABLISHED AS NEAR THE 
NORTH. POLE AS POSSIBLE. 

Special Disjaateh to The Chicago Tribune 

WASIHINGTOX, D C., June 10.—Gen. Hazen, 
Chief of the Signal Service, has, as indicated 
in a former dispatch, determined to establish 
two signal-stations, in conneetion with the 
Jeannette relief expedition, as near the 
North Pole as possible. The following 
statement details the purposes of the 
Signal-Service Bureau with respect to 
these stations. Atmospheric pressures 
will be taken both by aneroid and 
mercurial barometers. The temperature of 
the sea-water will be observed. Relative 
humidity, and the direction and force of the 
wind, clouds, and the amount of precipita- 
tion of moisture,—whether as snow, hail, 
rain, or frost,—will not be neglected; while 
the observations on terrestrial magnetism 
and aurora will receive their full share of 
attention. Zodlogical, botanical, and geolog- 
ical collections will also be made by co- 
operation of the Smithsonian Institute with 
the Signal Service. The Coast Survey gives 


its full co6peration to the outfit and support 
| of these stations. 


While the work has been vigorously 
pressed by the Signal-Service Bureau amidst 
a thousand discouragements and vexations, 
it is particularly gratifying to know that 
these delays have advanced rather than re- 
tarded the ultimate usefulness of the whole 
work.

which will be maintained in these high lat- 
itudes at least until the autumn of 1883,—

BRUTAL MURDER IN ARKANSAS.

They were well armed, 
but sound asleep; their guns, all ready 
cocked, laid beside them; but their pursuers 
gat the drop on them, and when they awoke 
they were poworless. One, however, man- 
aged to escape.

The Possessor a Venerable French 
Lady of Seventy-five, 


Whose Early Life Was Passed in Palaces: 


and Oourts. 


To say—without much and elaborate ex- 
planation—that I had found, in a modest lit- 
tle cottage down in Central Illinois, a gen- 
une Raphael painting of “ Eccé Homo,” 
would probably bring only an incredulous 
smile to the lips of nearly every person well 
informed in art matters, almost as ineredu- 
lous a smile as if I should say I had found 
the original Holy Grail among some of the 
recently dug-up pottery of the Mound-build- 
ers, and yet itis true that I not only made 
so interesting a discovery as this, but an 
equally interesting one in the venerable lady 
who owns the picture. 

The village of Avon in the extreme north- 
western corner of Fulton County, has as 
commonplace and utilitarian an aspect as 
any village in the State, and yet here ina 
mite of a wooden cottage live at least three 
persons who once made their homes in the 
most splendid palaces in Europe, and came 
in daily contact with men who had made 
themselves Kings and Emperors. 

Monsieur Malliard, now 81 years old, and 
his wife nearly 76, were during all the early 
part of their lives, both before and after their 
marriage, members of the household of 
Joseph Bonaparte when he was King of 
Naples, and afterwards while he was King of 
Spain, and finally, after the fall of the 
Empire of Napoleon, coming with him to 
Bordentown, N. J., from whence after his 
death they came to Lilinois. 

When I called upon Mme. Malliard to ask 
the favor of seeing the Raphael which I had 
heard she possessed, 1 found her propped up 
inan invalid’s chair, and yet able to receive 
me with some of the courtesy and grace for 
which half a century ago she might have 
been distinguished. A genuine French- 
woman of the best type, whose eyes are 
large, and dark, and bright, even in her old 
age. She appears no older than her oldest 
daughter,—indeed her hair ts scarcely so 


white,—while her youngest daughter is a 
—— young lady apparently not 30 years 
old. 


MME. MALLIARD’S VERY EARLIEST RECOI- 
LECTIONS 

are of the Court at Madrid. It was there 
that she lived with her mother, Mure. Gallet, 
who had charge of the Princess Charlotte, 
one of Joseph Bonaparte’s daughters. It was 
there that she became acquainted with her 
husband, Monsieur Malliard, who was then 
a sort of confidential private secretary to the 
King. She remembered many of the events 
concurrent with Joseph’s abdication of the 
throne of Spain and the removal of the whole 
family back to France, where they lived in 
the palace at Versailles at the time of the 
battle of Waterloo, She remembers distinctly 
the consternation and confusion caused in 
the palace by the news of that event, and 
how—as she described it to me in her 
graphic French way, with its characteristic 
gesticulauons—there was hurrying hither 
and thither and gathering up of valuables, 
ewelry, and eons and money; how there 
was wee and b dding adieu and flying 
in all directions to get out of France; and 
how the Queen kissed her and said “she 
should never see her again, but that she must 
be a good girl.“ 

While Mme. Malliard was telling these 
fand many other incidents, skipping in a dis- 
jointed way from one episode to another of 
a life crowded with such scenes; now in 
Spain about the quarrel between Massena 
and King Joseph, now in Paris, and now in 
— — the fall of the Empire, men- 
tioning names of Jourdan, and oult, and 
Ney, and Napoleon himself, whom she had 
seen a number of times, and whose personal 
appearance she remembered very well,—I 
had been holding in — hand a little old- 
fashioned miniature of herself, painted on 
ivory — sixty years ago, when she was 
a beautiful young lady of not quite 18, 
dressed in the Paris fashion of that day, 
which looks so quaint and curious now. 

Lou have, indeed, seen a great deal of 
life’s vicissitudes ’’—I said (and then holding 
up the miniature), “ahd this was you, 
then?“

PICTURES OF THE BONAPARTE FAMILY, 
nearly every member of the family from the 
mother of Napoleon and Joseph down 
to the late Napoleon III. and Empress 
Eugenié is represented, Nearly all of 
these are old French engravings. Ihe portraits 
of all these men and women whose doings 
and thoughts so absorbed the attention of the 
world about the close of the eighteenth cent- 
ury are pictures taken at the time when 
everybody could see the persons themselves. 
It is therefore fair to presume that these were 
more correct than the portraits we see nowa- 
days after fifty or sixty years of idealization 
by enthusiastic admiring artists. ‘The pict- 
ure of Napoleon in Mme. Malliard’s parlor 
shows a less intellectual face than any of his 
modern rtraits, and with a hard, cold, 
sueering look and a cruel mouth. In this 
picture he looks the man that could write, as 
he did to Joseph while the latter was on the 
throne of Naples: I acknowledge as rela- 
tions only those who serve me.“ 

Mme. Malliard’s account of Joseph Bona- 

rte’s character correspond with that which 

istorians have given him. “ He had no am- 
bition,“ said she, to be a great soldier. He 
liked his books, and said he would rather 
be a farmer than a King.“ 

Among the pictures in this little parlor 
there is also one of Bernadotte, who became 
King of Sweden, and one of his son Oscar, 
who succeeded him on the throne. Berna- 
dotte, though for atime one of Napoleon’s 
Marshals, was the architect of his own fort- 
unes, and was never the creature of Napo- 
leon to the same extent as his other Generals. 
He had already become famous before he 
‘was drawn into the service of the Emperor, 
and always held himself ready to cut loose 
from him. He became King of Sweden al- 
most contrary to the wishes of Napoleon, 
and so firmly fixed himself there that 
when the Empire went to pieces and 
Kinglets whom Napoleon had created be- 
came fugitives he remained firm on the 
throne of Sweden and left it to his son. 
Bernadotte and Joseph Bonaparte had early 
in life married two sisters named Clary, 
daughters of a wealthy banker of Marseilles, 
and this formed a tie between the two fami- 
lies. Curiously enough there lives here, too, 
at Avon, an.old gentleman named Stocker, 
who wits*Tor — 2 an inmate of 
Bernadotte’s household, as Monsieur Mal- 
Hard was of that of Joseph Bonaparte. This 
gentieman (Stocker) has a number of valu-

The Other Side.

Carcaao, June 10.— There are two sides to 


every question; some subjects are many sided. 
There is always aright side and a wrong side. 
Men’s self-conceit in their own abilities affords 
no positive proof that their theories are correct; 
neither is antiquity a proof of truth. Extensive 
learning and general scholarship may be on the 
side of error, while truth is defended by the un- 
pretending, who depend more on the strength of 
their cause than on the sophistry of logic. 

ln religious controversies the brightest genius 
and the most thoroughly educated have often 
strangely contended for that which millions of 
earnest Christians believed to be errors of the 
most dangerous cbaracter. 

In matters of science, men of equal abilities 
are often widely agers in their opinions. Both 
canvot be right. In some instances the whole 
drift of public opinion among the learned and 
unlearned has n in the wrong direction. 
Some have willingly remained in error from a 
veneration of old t ries believed by their an- 
cestors. Others, again, have bad religious con- 
victions in a wrong direction from mistaken in- 
terpretations of the Bible by which they were so 
settled in their beliefs that they were not only 
willing to die for them, but thgy were also quite 
willing to torture and to kill t who ventured 
to express different opinions. This was especial - 
4 the @ase in the days of Bruno, Copernicus, 

alileo, aud many others. In our day, men are 
gradually and surely learning not to receive 
dogmatism in science por religion without evi- 
dence to support it. 

Honest doubt fs the first step out of error into 
the broad fields of truth. Hypothetical specu- 
lations will not satisfy the inquiring minds of 
our times. The man who bas à theory on tele- 
phones must make the thing talk before people 
will believe that he can do it; and he whose in- 
strument talks the best and the most distinctly 
will find the most ready sale for his invention. 
The night of error bas often been long and dark. 


Thousands of inguiring minds have been heid in 


mutual siavery, waiting and watching through 
the centuries for some power to break the fet- 
ters and release the captives; for error, vice, 
and wrong bring with them a slavery more ter- 
rible than chains forged by human hands. Every 
object that comes within the rauge of human 
thought, whether visibie or invisibie, should be 
treated as a living reality, and uld be made 
to contribute its iotluence tow the ex pansion 
of the human mind and the growtb of the soul. 
Progress results from effort and push through 
the whole realm of Nature. 

The footprints of a victorious march are only 
found along the pathway of diligent effort. 
Thought is to the soul what nerve and muscle 
are to the body. They all improve and become 
strong from exercise. Many go down to their 
graves after a long life of toil without knowing 
the power of thought to emancipate them from 
the bondage of error and superstition. They 
prefer to remain the slaves of the mere pre- 
tender in science to honest doubt and independ- 
ent thought. “ Ye shall know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free was said by the 
great teacher to those who desire to be 

. The. slavery of the human soul 
is the most degrading of all bondage. 
its chains are only to be broken by a 
power within us. But this power is often left to 
slumber like the dying embers under the burnt- 
out fuel of youthful ardor. Education without 
independent thought is u process of repeat 
wo while the mind remains impoverished. 
Grent truths in science and religion come to us 


through the channel of patient investigation.. 


Et ror is the S of indoience, and buiids 
her tempies on the foundation of antiquated 
theories, and decorates her shrines with the caat- 
om garments of superstition. The misfortune 
of our age is the apparent indifference to the 
most important interests of our race. Material- 
ism is making rapid inroads upon supernatural- 
isin On the one side, while Spiritism, or Spiritu- 
alism, is raising its ramparts against material- 
ism on the other side. Indifference stands 
between the two contending parties, bound to 
make the best of this worid, without much care 
or concern about another world. 

Orthodoxy looks calmly at these antagonistic 
parties, and would do good, but evil is present 
withit.

Burnside—observed. if “you can’t aim 
at a horse so as to hit the General with it, 
shoot it over him, and you may bag some- 
thing on the other side, whereas a horse shot 
under a General does no sort of damage.

ee cordially with Gen. Burnside, and 
Heaven knows I shall rejoice to see the artil- 
lerists of this land, and of all lands, 
cease from this wicked and idiotic 
custom. At West Point they told . me 
of another mistake at Waterloo—namely, 
that the French were under fire from the be- 
ginning of the fight till the end of it—which 
was plainly a most effeminate and ill-timed 
attention. to comfort, and a foolish division 
of military strength; for it probably took as 
many men to keep up the fires as it did to 
do the fighting. It would have been much 
better to have had a small fire in the rear 
and let the men go there by detachments and 
get warin, and not try to warm up the whole 
army at once. All the cadets said that an 
assault along the whole line was the one 
thing which could have restored Napoleon's 
advantage at this juncture, and he was actu- 
ally rising in his stirrups to order it, when a 
sutler burst at his side and covered him with 
dirt and débris, and before he could recover 
Wellington opened a tremendous and de- 
vastating-fire upon him from a monstrous 
battery of vivandieres, and the star of the 
great Captain's glory set to rise no more, 
The cadet wept while be told me these 
mournful particulars. 

When you leave a battlefield always leave 
it in od erder. Remove the wreck and 
rubbish, and tidy up the place. How- 
ever, in the case of a drawn battle it is nei- 
ther party’s business totidy upanythbing. You 
can leave the field looking as if the City 
Government of New York had bossed the 
fight. When you are traversing the enemy’s 
country, in order to destroy his supplies and 
cripple his resources, you want to take along 
plenty of camp followers.

THE STATE GOVERNMENT. 
_ The population at present is about 62,000. 
During the last ten years it has not varied 


mining outlook hardly betokens any material 
increase in the near future. The present 
Constitution of the State was adopted seven- 
teen years ago, and the number of officers 
as compared with the population is some- 
what astonishing. The Governor is elected 
for a term of four years, and receives a 
salary of $6,000 per annum, and is also 
allowed a Secretary at a salary of $2,400 
per annum. The Lieutenant-Governor re- 
ceives annually a salary of $3,600, and during 
the session of the Senate receives $10 per day 
as the ex-officio President of that honorable 
body. In addition, the State chooses every 
four years a Secretary of State, Treasurer, 
Controller. Surveyor-General, and Attorney- 
General, each with an annual salary of $3,600, 
and a Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
with a salary of $2,500. The first four named 
officers have also Deputies, each with a 
salary of $3,000. The Legislative Depart- 
ment consists of twenty-five Senators and 
fifty Assemblymen,—the pay of each being 
' $10 per day, and mileage, during the biennial 
sessions,—and with a score of clerks and other 
« Officials in addition. The Judiciary consists 
of a Supreme Court, District Courts, and 
Justices’ Courts; and the officers of the first 
consist of a Chief and two Associates, 
each with a salary of $7,008, the term 
of office continuing six years. There are 
no less than nine Judicial Districts, the sal- 
aries of the Judges varying from $3,000 to 
$7,000 per annum, and they, like the State 
officers, being elected by the direct vote of 
the people. The State sends one solitary 
Congressman to Washington, yet boasts of 
many United States Senators as Pennsyl- 
aot New Tork; and added to all this 
are fourteen County Governments, each with 
its full complement of officers, and sup- 
ported by a direct tax upon the products of 
the people. Verily, the 62,000 good-people of 
Nevada may not only pray the good Lord to 
deliver them from outside barbarians, but 
also from the small army of tax-gatherers 
and office-holders within their own borders. 
EXCESSIVE TAXATION. 
Tho revenue of Nevada is obtained from a 
poil-tax, a property-tax, and a tax on the 
proceeds of the mines. The entire assessed 
value of the real estate last ear 
was only $27,508,658, upon which a State 
and county tax was levied amounting to 
$728,082, or about $1 for every $40 of taxable

portation rules. ognizing the truth of 
the old adage, “A penny saved is a penny 
earned,“ people within the State can often 
make more than they can earn by walki 
when circumstances compel them to trave 
from one point to another; and the old 
“pack-mule” and go- cart methods of 
transportation are even now used to ad- 
— dn roads running side by side with 


railroad. 

It is a well-known fact that goods shipped 
from the East to Nevada are charged 
through full rates to San Francisco, 
and then excessive local rates back; 
and this in spite of the fact that the 

are not carried beyond the Sierra. A 
car-load of coal-oil and candles, for example, 
from New York to Elko, is charged #300 
through rate to San Francisco, and $500 
local rate back to Elko,—being a charge for 
1,256 miles over which the coal-oal and 
candles do not travel. A car-load of ma- 
chinery from New York to Rene costs #18 
more than the same to San Francisco; wiiile 
to Winnemucca a car-load of clothing costs 
$596 more than to California, a greater dis- 
tance of several hundred miles. A car-load 
of dry goods in boxes is charged from New 
York to Winnemucca the enormous sum of 
$1,619; if it go a considerable distance 
farther, to Reno, the charge is reduced to 
$1,436; and, if it cross the Sierra and is 
landed at San Francisco, the entire charge is 
only $1,200. This same extortion is not con- 
fined to the class of goods mentioned above, 
but extends to every kind of merchandise 
capabie of transportation; and the result is, 
the people of Nevada are oppressed by a sys- 
tem of robbery which would not be toler- 
ated in an Eastern State. Nor eis this all. If 
the Nevada merchant wishes to send goods 
to Utah or the East, he is charged a higher 
rate than would be charged for the same 
goods from California; and this notwith- 
standing that the Sierra lie between. 

THE INFLUENCE OF THE LOBBY. 

Time and again have the people sought to 
have these evils remedied.

Some Scandalous Stories in Re- 
gard to Theatrical People. 
Alleged General Want of Truthful- 
ness How Strangers Are 
Skinned. 


Bismarck and Political Matters — A 
Crashing Weight of Taxation.

Benin, Prussia, May 12.—Many scandal- 
ous stories are afloat in Germany respecting 
the private life of theatrical people,—man- 
agers and actors. One of the stars of the 
Royal Theatre at Dresden has, although un- 
married, three children,—each by a different 
father, itis said. Anda few years ago a 
popular vocalist of the Saxon Capital was the 
recognized mistress of a wealthy and decrepit 
old Baron. Captivated by her charms, the 
old nobleman wanted to marry her; but his 
children were too horrified at the proposal 
to listen to it,—so, as a compromise, made a 
suggestion which could not possibly stain 
the family escutcheon. In accordance with 
this, she lived with the old man during the 
rest of his years, and upon his death received 
a number of thousand dollars, and left Dres- 
den never to return. She now enchants 
audiences in one of the Capitals of Southern 
Germany. 

EXPERIENCE OF TWO VIRTUOUS ACTRESSES. 

About two years ago, a Bohemian actress, 
Frau Bittner by name, gave up a five years’ 
engagement at Meiningen, and came to Berlin 
in order to accept what was thought would 
prove a life-appointment at the Imperial 
Theatre. It was a position not to be had 
every day, and one which offered flattering 
prospects. But the lady was devoted to her 
husband and chaste, on the one hand, and 
beautiful and an artist of high talent. on the 
other,—qualities which soon won her ene- 
mies on all sides. She aroused in particular 
the jealousy of two leading actresses, who it 
is well known are the favorits of two promi- 
nent officials of the “Hof Theater”: 
and, as the two gentlemen knew that 
Frau Bittner regarded her own character 
more highly than their favor, they felt 
no motive for giving her their support. 
consequently she soon found that she was 
not to be allowed to play any but inferior 
roles; or, if a chief part was assigned her, 
she was sure to be informed, a few hours be- 
fore the performance, that for some reason 
the program had been changed, and she 
would either receive some minor rdle, or 
would be left out altogether. Once a new 
opera was to be performed for the Kaiser’s 
special benefit; and the prolog was assigned 
to Frau Bittner. Her tine declamatory pow- 
ers fitted her admirably for the part, and 
she was delighted at the prospect of at 
length appearing before the Emperor. 
She arranged her toilet and prepared her- 
self atherwise with great care. Imagine 
her disappointment, therefore, when, on 
the very morning of the day appointed, she 
received word that it had been decided to do 
away with the prolog, and that her services 
would not be required! So things went 
on till at the end of a year she re- 
ceived a note stating that her contract was 
atanend. I am happy to say that the lady 
now has a permanentengagement in Prague, 
where sheis creating a great sensation. In 
1 to the old Kaiser, let it be said that 
10 probably knew nothing of the whole 
transaction. 

Another instance isof a young girl, at- 
tractive and full of promise, who came to 
Berlin from Königsburg. She applied to a 
leading official of the Imperi Theatre 
for an engagement, and was told that 
she could obtain one if she would 
promise to “love him.” The _ proposal 
was rejected with scorn. Scandalous stories 
are also in the mouths of the people con- 
cerning Court life here,—particularly at an 
earlier period, when Prince Carl, the Em- 
peror’s brother, was younger. 

From the time I set foot on 
now almost a year ago, 1 have been con- 
stantly astonished at 

THE WANT OF TRUTHFULNESS 
I have found everywhere. There are excep- 
tions, I am glad to say; but they are rare, 
and, for that reason, all the more striking. 
These lines will poe be read by many 
Germans, and will be denounced as a gross 
slander. But, my German friend, let me as- 
sure you that I am not giving merely my own 
opinion; it is the universal testimohy of the 
Americans and English with whom I have 
talked. And, indeed, more than one German 
has agreed with me, and deplored the wide- 
spread prevalence of untruthfulness in his 
country. We often hear of “the honest 
blue eye of the German,” and indeed we 
often see it; PT do we notice a 
sweet, innocent, truthfu ‘o *} the coun- 
tenances of the young girls. et an intel- 
ligent English lady, who has lived here for 
seven years, and who teaches in many of 
the best families of Berlin, declares she 
is shocked at the want of truth and sineerity 
in the young ladies whom it is her lot to 
teach. Very probably the most of them 
would not tell what they thought was a 
downright lie: but they look upon slight 
deviations from strict veracity as nothing 
wrong. This is notalone a peculiarity of 
the German, but wider or narrower depart- 
ures from truth are prevalent among all 
peoples of this Continent, and it is reported 
to be worse among the Southern races than 
up North. It must be remembered that our 
Puritanic grandfathers instilled into their 
children a very strict idea of truth- 
fulness. A 12-year-old girl who is

which are spoken into our very faces 
here about the United States, particu- 
larly when the things condemned in us 
are the very things under which 
we smart here. We are forever 
taunted with the remark that In America 
time is money; or we are reminded of what 
the father told his son, “My son, make 
money,—honestly if you can, but make 
money at any events“; or we are told that 
America is The land of humbugs.“ But 
never have I been so impressed with the 
universality of the desire to make money as 
right here. The people whom the traveler 
meets Will stoop to most anything to make a 
few peenigs. The boarding-houses are, al- 
most without exception, wholesale swindling 
affairs, where the unfortunate stranger is re- 
garded asa legitimate prey, and where as 
much money as. possible is extorted 
for the least possible compensation in 
the way of good food and comforts. 
In Hildesheim, in the Province of Hanover, 
we boarded for seven weeks with a family 
which had been recommended to us as cult- 


tivated, of good standing in the place, and 
with high connections. We paid what I 
have since found to be a high price. At first 


only one napkin a week was a lowed each of 
us: but, on my objecting to this, we were 
given two, though it was complained that 
they could not afford it. We subsequently 
learned that the family gave eight and ten 
napkins each week to our washer woman, 
and told her to charge them in our bill, else 
they would never recommend her again. In 
Dresden we rented rooms of the wife ofa 
landscape-painter. She appeared to be very 
much ofalandy. The price paid for the rooms 
was to include service, and, among other 
items, as much hot water as we wanted. 
When her bill was presented she had charged 
any number of extras, and, among the rest, 
for hot water. Du the conversation that 
resulted I told her Americans had re- 
tedly assured me to be on my guard, or 
Germans would overreach me; where 
upon she replied, ** But the did not know 
that you were coming into house of an 
artist who is no tradesman.” I concluded 
that, if that was how artists act, 
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think you?

NUMEROUS AND MARKED EXCEPTIONS TO 
ALL THIS. 

I have dealt with some merchants who have 
acted most politely, truthfully, and honest- 
ly. And my present landlady, who was once 
very wealthy, butis now uced in cireum- 
stances, appears to be scrupulously honor- 
able. Although obi to de strictly 
economical, she never descends to petty 
meanness and extortion, and in all respects 
she shows herself to be a high-toned lady. 
I am also happy to be able to register among 
my friends and acquaintances some who are 
truthful to an extreme degree, 

With all his sagacity, Bismarck cannot al- 
ways, it seems, escape calling down on him- 
self publie ridicule, and sometimes public 
censure. The = e of the Capital are very 
radical in their political opinions, and, what 
is more, free in expressing them. This, it 
seems, has especially stirred the ire of the

One of the funny papers 
last week, Ulk, said they wished Bismarck 
would take the soldiers with him when he 
leaves Berlin, for then they would be able to 
have some good serve’ ris.

Many atime have Germans 
congratulated me upon living in a | 
where the burdens of taxation are light, and 
where there is no immense standing army to 
consume the resources. -Why,—just think 
of it!—in Berlin alone thefe are quartered 
more soldiers than compose the entire stand- 
ing army of the United States. To the casual 
observer they look 3 Une in all their fuss 
and feathers; but, to him who looks beneath 
these gltttering trappings appears 
THE VAST ARMY OF THE POOR OF GERMANY. 
Yetit is not the maintenance of the military 
alone that oppresses the people, There are 
thirty-tive Princes who help drain the land. 
It takes millions upon millions of dollars 
every year to support them and their Courts. 
liow happy the day for Germany when they 
are all blendid into one! 

In view of this double burden, it is self- 
evident that the taxation for the support of 
the State is great enough, to say noth- 
ing about municipal taxes. But, as 
an exampie, iet me speak of the taxes 
levied on my landlady: She owns 
this building, and receives a_ rental 
from it of 6,650 thalers; but pays 
taxes, including water and gas tax 
for her own apartments, to the amount of 
650 thalers. his is exactly as much as she 
paid when her rentals amounted to 8,000 
thalers. She pays a gebäude“ or building 
tax, a house tax, and a wohnung“ or apart- 
ment tax; then everybody who rents a floor 
of her has to pay an apartment tax; so that 
there are half-a-dozen or more different 
taxes levied on this single building. But, 
aside from a property tax proper, everyone 
who receives an income of more than 50 
thalers, or about $36, must pay an income 
tax. Andnow Bismarck has just tried, but 
failed, to have a law passed that everyone 
incapable of bearing arms should pay an 
extra tax. What would the taxpaying com- 
munity at home say to such burdens as these? 

THE PRINCE OF WALES

marck’s widespreading felt hat, and ordered 
some from the maker in Bremen.

results have been achieved in other direc- 
tions, it is an accepted fact that more good 
has been accomplished by fostering and ad- 
vancing the educational interests of the State 
than through all other influences combined. 
The exhaustive report of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, lately issued,is un- 
questionably the best showing ever made by 
any Western State in the matter of schools, 
extent and value of school-property. and 
general facilities for learning. It is an inter- 
est that is 

YEARLY INCREASING IN IMPORTANCE, 
the intention evidently being to make Kansas 
second to no State in the Union in point of 
regard for the welfare of the rising genera- 
tion. 

The total number of school districts in 
Kansas in 1880 is given at 6,134; in 1879 the 
number was 5,622, and in 1878 5,136. These 
figures include all the cities and towns, each 
of which is classed as a district. The in- 
crease for 1880 is mostiy due to the settle- 
ment and organization of new counties. In 
1880 there were built 388 school-houses, at a 
cost of $359,269.30: in 1879 a total of 414 
school-houses were erected, at a cost of 
$258,082.89; in 1878 354 school-buildings were 
erected, at a cost of $240,403; and in i877 the 
number of school-houses constructed was 
246, their cost being $191,219—making in four 
years a permanent investment of 81,048, 
974.19 in 1,402 new school-buildings. In the 
language of the State Superintendent. This 


activity attests the continued faith of our 
— — in the value of free educational insti- 
utions.’ 


THE -GREATEST INCREASE 
in school-houses has been in the country dis- 
tricts, but many of the cities have provided 
additional school facilities. Topeka has put 
$40,000 into new buildings within the year: 
‘in Wichita several commodious buildings 
have been erected at a cost of $30,000: New- 
ton and Orange City have built five brick 
school-houses, each at a cost of about 
$10,000; two handsome buildings have been 
erected at Wintield, at a total cost of $12,000; 
Emporia has added a new and convenient 
school at a cost of $15,000: Salina has added 
a second and Parsons a third school-house 
the past year, each at a cost of about $10,000; 
and Augusta, Fredonia, Kirwin, Marysville, 
and Washington are just finishing structures 
which will cost from $7,000 to $10,000 each. 
A GENERAL COMPARISON 

between the years 1879 and 1880 will be found 
in the following table: 
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The number of students enrolled in the 
public schools for 1880 was 231,434,—an in- 
crease of 23,000 over 1879. The average num- 
ber of scholars in daily attendance in public 
schools for 1880 was 137,667, against 123,715 
for the preceding year. The common schools 
of the State were kept open an average of 
twenty-four weeks during the year,—this be- 
ing an increase of two weeks on the average 
term of the previous year. In some coun- 
ties the term extended as high as thirty- 
three weeks. As shown by the report of the 
Bureau of Education but six States hada 
longer school-term than Kansas has had the 
past two years. 

TEACHERS AND REVENUE. 

The number of teachers employed in the 
common schools of the State for the year 1880 
was 7,780, of whom 3,506 were males and 
4,274 were females. The average monthly 
salary for the year was, males, $32.47, and

* What is the character of patrons? “ 

“They are of all stations of life, but really 
can be divided into two classes: those who 
cannot write and those are educated, but de- 
sire to frame their thoughts in language with 
which they are not capable of clothing it, or 
else are particularly anxious to be absolute- 
ly correct. both grammatically and rhetorical- 
ly. Of course, one of the first requisits is to 
write an elegant and very varied style of 
hand. The first is absolutely necessary, 
while the great need of the second quality 
will soon suggest itself to any one adopting 
this queer mode of making a living.” 

“Do you devote your time exclusively to 
letter-writing ?”’ 
“Yes. When I first — — this work 
about five years ago in Cincinnati, I also did 
inscription work, writing cards, formal invi- 
tations, family records in Bibles, and inserip 
tions in books, albums, and similar presents. 
Since then I have found ample remunera- 

tion in letter-writing.” ' 

What do you charge for writing an ordi- 
nary letter“ 

Well, there is no market price regulating 
the sale, and I might say that I charge from 
nothing at all for some work, and up to what 
you would consider a fabulous price for 
more. - The class of work you speak of is 
always done at bed-rock price, of course, for 
the usual customers for this are poor and 
uneducated persons. For no great 
care is required, and I will give them 
a letter for nothing; or, if they are 
anxious to pay and are capable of do- 
ing so, I charge them 2 cents, 
or some nominal amount. You will readily 
conceive that this class of customers are not 

atly solicited, though I must say that I 
ave worked hours in this way with the ut- 
most pleasure. Much of the work I do is for 
young men and shop girls, and it is needless 
to say that the correspondence in these cases 
is all of the lovely stamp. I soon compre- 
hended the necessity of writing a bold male 
hand when I embarked in this calling, and 
can dash off an accurately-worded epistle or 
write a neat, sweet love-letter in a hand that 
no expert in the world would pronounce a 
woman’s. These letters are paid for in ac- 
cordance with the ability of ‘he customer. 
I have received as much as $25 for a letter 
of this description, and usually charge $2 
when of any length. Between B cents and 
$2 the prices range, though, as I said before, 
I —— receive much greater sums for 
work. 

“What is your object in taking notes from 
so many books?“ 

Well, they are all on this subject, and 
nearly all are incorrect in some points. 1 
am now at work on the manuscript of a book 
which I —— shall corftain all the excel- 
lences and none of the glaring mistakes of 
these.

A WOMAN PREACHER’S TRIALS. 

The Fev. Miss Ann Eliza Smith was born 
of Methodist parents, and until she reached

It is a subtle and stubborn ene- 
my; can effect an entry into the human sys- 
tem in many ways without leaving a mark 
to indicate its passage, and when it thus in- 
sidiously attacks jts victims it cannot be re- 
moved with surgical Instruments, The inju- 
rious effectsof fresh paint are due to the lead 
out of which they are mixed, and painters’ 
colic is a disorder caused by taking the 
minute particles of the metal into the lungs 
and through the pores. Ladies may escape 
its ambushes of this kind, but they 
are likely to give it all the opportunity it 
desires in other ways. For instance, hair 
dyes are alleged to contain varying amounts 
of lead. These colorless preparations, 
which, the purchaser belleves, can restore 
the original tints to the hair, hold lead in 
solution, while the cosmetics for the face, 
which go by the high-sounding names of 
enamel, and so forth, yield the analytic chem- 
ist larger or smaller precipitates of white and 
red lead when properly treated, The death 
of a young lady of Buffalo from lead-poison- 
ing through the foolish habit of resorting to 
artificial complexion serves to direct public 
attention to the subject again. In this case 
the leaden particles were absorbed by the 
pores of the skin into the system, For eight 
years the unhappy girl had been an invalid, 
and at length death relieved her. Bismuth, 
antimony, and other minerals are made use 
of more or less liberally, and all bring about 
their natural results sooner or later. 

Even when the cosmetic isno more dele- 
terious in composition than rice-powder or 
chalk, it is inge rious, since it chokes the pores 
of the face. Effete matter is carried from the 
system through the skin to an extent that 
would surprise anybody who had never paid 
attention to the subject, and so necessary is 
this dermal excretion that the loss of one- 
third of the breathing surface of the body 
is sufficient to produce death. But 
the mere fact that the application of 
cosmetics is attendea with danger, and 
often with death, will not prevent 
thelr use by ladies. Physical debility, tor- 
ture, and far more serious complications re- 
sulting from their use, have not prevented 
the wearing of tight shoes and corsets, and 
never will, and health and comfort are on! 
too gladly sacrificed for beauty and the ad- 
miration of the foolish. It is curious to note 
how local is the fashion of using cosmetics. 
Compared with the mode of a century ago, 
when every woman had recourse to the cos- 
metic pad, the absence of artificial color is 
extraordinary. Few ladies of good taste in 
New York and Brooklyn will consent to ap- 

ly a false complexion. in Philadelphia, 

owever, it is considered quite a proper thing 
to paint, and even vere young and pretty 
girls are to be met whose lovely natural skins 
are deeply overlaid with the most ingenuous 
coats of colori matter, It may be that 
Philadelphia prefers to be a law to itself, but

But 
Ido not think that Charles II., unless he 
were speaking in French, ever addressed 
Henrietta Maria by that endearing name; 
and I feel tolerably sure that tne Lady Eliza- 
beth never called Henry VIII. papa.’ On 
the other hand, | would observe that papa 
and mamma are fast being supplanted by 
the old original ‘father’ and mother.“ For 
ten, or perhaps for twenty, years last past 
children in the upper and upper-middle 
classes have, so far as my observation goes, 
been taught to say father’ and ‘mother:

Stocks Quiet, with a Strong Un- 
dertone to the Market. 


Pool Lines Cutting the Reduced Rates

FINANCIAL. 


At the opening stocks were strong, but a firm 
condition soon showed itself in the market, 
although transactions were not active. Texas 
Pacific was steadily bulled, without uny net gain 
in prices. At the beginning there was some 
realizing in the general list. and all day ober- 
ators, posted about cutting of rates, were sell- 
ing the trunk-line stocks. Positive information 
was had that contracts were being made below 
the reduced rate of 25 cents just established by 
Commissioner Fink. The only hope of the bulis 
was in the prospect that the Presidents at their 
meeting last night would be able to patch up a 
settlement. 

Union Pacific was very firm. Itselis, dividend 
off, 1% per cent to-day. New buying was re- 
ported both of that and of Central Pacific, with 
indications of an advance. 

Puliman was the card. It opened at 141% and 
closed at 146%. Transactions were not ftarge, 
but sellers were scarce, and buying orders easily 
put up the price. An order for 100 shares, witb- 
out limit as to price, lay all day in Boston un- 
filled, as there was no stock for sale. The au- 
nual statement of the Company now being pre- 
pared is said to show a surplus of $4,600,000 on 
its capital of $8,000,000, and earnings at the rate 
of 15 per cent net. 

Coal stocks were quiet, and not strong. Dela- 
ware & Hudson sold down to 100%. 

The next panic is discussed in an editorial in 
the New York HKvening Post by Mr. Horace 
White, whose article on panics in the Fortnightly 
Review is the best analysis of those financial ep- 
idemics that has yet been made. Mr. White ad- 
mits that values on the Stock Exchange have 
hada remarkable rise,and that some persons 
are speculating imprudently. but he agrees 
with Tux TRIBUNE that there is no near prospect 
of a repetition of the commercial crisis of 1878. 
A distinction, he says, must be made between a 
stock panic and a commercial crisis. A large 
number of persons may be ruined at a horse- 
race if they have staked their money on the 
wrong animal, while the neighboring cheese fac- 
tory may not perceive any financial stringency 
whatever. A Biack Friday is not a trade revul- 
sion. Stock gambling may proceed to an enor- 
mous extent without involving the commercial 
community—the factories, furnaces, farms, 
shipping, or even the railways—io disaster. 
Those who have foolishly risked more than they 
can afford to lose in this sort of adventure will 
be impoverished, but the generai industry of 
the country may o on unchecked. 
Overloading of debt and an unwarranted 
advance in the prices of commodities and 
real property are the evidences of a dangerous 
condition of trade. Such a condition is not to be 
inferred from transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change, but ascertained from the records of 
banks and mercantile agencies, and from com- 
parative tables of prices current. He does not 
believe that the extension of credit in trade cir- 
cles has reached alarming proportions— he 
doubts whether it has yet gone beyond the lim- 
its of safety as regards the amount loaned and 
the time the loans have to run. General prices 
have not fully recovered from the downfall 
which succeeded the panic of 1873, although they 
are manifestly rising. The best evidence of the 
rise is the facility with which striking operatives 
secure an advance of wages. And it may be 
added that advancing wages imply and necessi- 
tate higher prices of commodities. This up- 
ward movement and the large transactions in 
stocks do not necessarily imply the nearness of 
another break-down in general business. They 
_may signify the revival and growth of 
a gambling spirit which will event- 
ually penetrate into the channels of 
legitimate trade and produce as great inflation 
in the prices of commodities, houses, and lands 
asin railway stocks and bonds, and as «reat 
recklesness of running in debt for them, but 
that time is not yet. The stock market may 
yield and in fact does yield a hecatomb of vic- 
tims every year without producing more than a 
ripple in the current of general trade. Specu- 
lation in stocks is an indication of returning 
confidence after a period of commercial distress 
and stagnation. Confidence in the value of 
stocks begets confidence in the value of other 
things. Its law of evolution is confidence, over- 
confidence, recklessness, panic, and crash. We 
are now well on in the stage of confidence, but 
as regards general trade have hardly passed be- 
yond it. 

The following statement of railroad earnings 
for May and from Jan. 1 to May lis furnished 
by the Financial Chronicle.

Purtios in the country who sendin orders to 
sell wheat ju this market to arrive should re- 
member that such salesare all made on the 
basis of 400 bu to the car-load. If there be any 
overplus it has to be sold by itself, and small 
(odd) lots are generally discounted in price. 
Most of those who errin this particular doubt- 
lessly do so through sheer ignorance, but there 
are some who lose in the operation asa just re- 
ward for cunning. It is not unusual to find 
nearly 500 bu offered as a car-load of wheat 
when the price is in seller's favor; and, on the 
coutrary, a small load offered when the price to 
be received per bu is less than the market at the 
time of delivery. 

The total receipts of coal at Chicago for May, 
as reported by the Coal Exchange, were 268,585 
tons, as against 223,546 tons for May, 1880. The 
shipments were 28,949 tons, as against 22,247 tons 
last year. For the year ending May 1, 1881, the

Fargo, Dak., which assumes to itseif the title 
of * The Metropolis of the Northwest,“ has a 
2- year-old Chamber of Commerce, and that body 
has issued its second annual report, giving sta- 
tistics of the trade of that city for the years 
1879-'80, together with a collection of interesting 
facts reiative to the wheat-growing possibilities 
and probabilities of the Red River Valley, with 
other information, which would flavor of Mun- 
chausenism were it not already known that the 
resources of that region, agriculturally, are im- 
mense and developing rapidiy. The transactions 
in wheat during 1880 aggregated $1,080,000 as 
compared with $479,000 the year previous, and

AROUND THE LAKES. 
THE SCHOONER NANCY DELL LIBELED. 

Tne owners of the schoonor Nancy Deli have 
failed to agree about her management, and at 
present she lies tied up at Grand Haven, libeled 
for seamen's wages. The owners are Capt. J. G. 
Beckley and T. Consaul, of Milwaukee, and J. 
Van Patten, of Grand Haven, the latter owning 
one-half and the others one-quarter each. It 
seems that Capt. Beckley has commanded the 
Dell for some time, but his work has not been 
satisfactory to her other owners; and on her last 
trip Van Patten resorted toa ruse to get her in 
Grand Haven. He wrote toCapt. Beckley that 
he had a couple of cargoes of lumber which he 
wanted freighted, and instructed him 
(Capt. Beckley) to bring the Dell 
to Grand Haven for the lumber. 
The vessei arrived at that port last Saturday, 
and then it was learned that Patten had no lum- 
ber. Beckley at once suspected that his partner 
wanted to take control of the vessel, and he and 
the mate left in search of a tug to tow the Dell 
out. While they were gone Van Patten appeared 
with a number of men, who boarded the veseel 
and drove the crew ashore. Capt. Beckley re- 
turned and attempted to go on board, but was 
prevented from doing so through fear of a re- 
volver held by Van Patten. The latter procured 
a tug, and the vessel was towed further up the 
river to a dock, where she now lies. The mate of 
the Dell, at the Captain's request, had her 
libeled, and, so far as can be learned, she has not 
been loaded yet. It is not known what action 
will be taken in tnis matter, though it is proba- 
ble that the vessel will lie at Grand Haven for 
some time. 

DELAYS AT KINGSTON. 

Last year Kingston gained an unenviable 
notoriety amongst sailing men from the annoy- 
ing delays to which they were subjected when 
unloading. In vain the Kingston press stated 
that the facilities for giving goed dispatch were 
equal to those found at any other vort of the 
size, and long lists of vessels that claimed and 
received demurrage were published in contra- 
diction. This year the Limestone Citv bids fair 
to hold its own as the slowest port on the lakes. 
and if no change is made for the better, but few 
of the larger carriers will care to avail them- 
selves of the eularged Welland Canal. During 
the winter some new barges were built, 
and it was stated that the 
ing companies were ready for 
business that came along, but when there 
was arush they were again found wanting.

iff Who Was Attempting 
His Arrest. 


An Outline of the History Which 


Made Him Notorious in

Manion, Crittenden Co., Ark., June 10.— 
Hayes White, colored, was executed here at 
2:30 o’clock to-day in the presence of an im- 
mense crowd of people. His crime was the 
murder of William Beattie, Sheriff of the 
county, op April 21 last. White had the 
reputation of being a notorious outlaw, hav- 
ing during his life been guilty of more than 
one murder, besides deeds of lesser atrocity. 
He made a full confession on the scaffold, 
admitting his guiit, but claiming that his 
sins were forgiveh and he would go straight 
to heaven. The body hung twenty minutes. 
A HUMAN FURY. 

Hayes White, who to-day atoned his crimes 
on the gallows, had the reputation of being one 


of the most daring desperadoes in the South- 


west. His history is as remarkable as his 
deeds. His age was about 40 years, twenty- 
five of which have been one series of start- 
ling adventures and atrocious crimes. Once 
the property of a Louisiana planter, he burst 
his bonds by running away. He was capt- 
ured with bloodhounds and afterward sold 
to a person who owned a sugar-plantation in 
Cuba. Before the vessel sailed which was to 
carry White to a different scene of servitude, 
he escaped, and remained at large until the 
War broke his shackles forever. Since then 
he has spent the greater portion of his life in 
Arkansas, living in a little cabin and culti- 
vating a few acres of land in Crittenden 
County. In that time he has been the leader 
in more than one daring enterprise, always 
escaping bodily injury, and generally leaving 
no trace by which the deed could be fastened 
directly upon him. Murders, robberies, and 
arsons have been charged upon him repeated- 
ly; and yet, while appearances indicated his 
guilt, the evidence was not strong enough to 
entangle him in the meshes of the law. 
SHOOTING A CONSTABLE. 

The event which cut short his blood-stained 
career occurred on the night of April 23. On 
that date a store in the neighborhood of his 
home was rob The thieves secured some 
money and a considerable amount of valua- 
ble goods. White was suspected and ar- 
rested. On preliminary examination he was 
bound over in the sum of $1,000: and, as he 
could not furnish bail, Turner Hendricks, a 
colored Constable, was directed to convey 
him to Marion, the county-seat, and lodge 
him in jail, pending his trial at the next 
term of the Circuit Beart, White asked the 
Constable to accompany him to certain par- 
ties who, he affirmed, would give bail for 
his appearance: and also to go with him, in 
any event, to his cabin and permit him to 
bid his wife and childrer good-by. The

The news of White’s daring escape, and 
the death of Constable Hendricks, spread 
through the county, creating tremendous ex- 
citément. Early the following morning Sher- 
iff Beattie, with a posse, surrounded the 
cabin White occupied,—having learned that 
he had not attempted as yet to leave the 
country. White was at that moment maki 
ready for his departure. His wife 
warned him of the approach of the 
posse. He sprang behind the bed at 
the moment the Sheriff pushed open 
the door and entered the cabin. As he crossed 
the threshold he caught sight of White, and 
leveled his gun at him, but the weapon 
missed fire. Before he could again pull the 
trigger, the desperado sent a bullet crashing 
through his head. Bettie uttered a wild cry, 
wheeled around, and ran out of the house, 
falling in the yard, with the blood gushing in 
torrents from the wound. White attempted 
to follow him, but was fired on by one of the 
posse, whom the Sheriff had posted some 
distance from the house. As before, the 
bullet tell wide of the mark; while White 
began firing, drowning the sobs and screams 
of wife and children with the

The posse retreated, ieaving him master of 
the field. Ile then went out to Beattie, who 
was lying where he had first fallen, in a pool 
of blood. Ile was senseless, but soul and 
body had not yet parted. White plundered 
the body, taking several dolliars—all the 
money the Sheriff had—and his gun and 
pistol. When he began, the man was stil] 
alive; when he ended his ghastly work, the 
officer was a corpse. The desperado now 
bade his weepinggvife and children farwell, 
and, hurrying across the fields, plunged into 
the woods, and was soon lost to view. 

Meanwhile intelligence of the tragedy was 
traveling far and wide. The murder of 
Sheriff Beattie, following so swiftly on the 
heels of the shooting of Constable Hendricks, 
electrified the people. A wild cry for ven- 
geance arose on every side. The clamor for 
Judge Lynch drowned for a long time the 
demand that strict justice should be meted 
out to the murderer. 

A REMARKABLE PURSUIT. 

Every precaution was taken to prevent the 
murderer’s escape. A reward of several 
hundred dollars was offered for his capture. 
Printed descriptions of him were — 8 
culated. Telegrams detailing the murders 
and describing the fugitive were sent to 
every county in the State. Thus every one 
was aroused. Bodies of armed and mounted 
men scoured the country in all directions. 
The fugitive was hunted like a wild beast. 
There seemed wo refuge for him-anywhere. 
The pursuers were numberless, and friends 
he had none. Notwithstanding these facts, 
he succeeded in eluding his captors for many 
days, and in leading them a chase involving 
unwearied vigilance, many weary miles 
through swamps, across rivers, and in 
dense woods, and wearing out the hope 
of capture itself. How long pursuit 
would have continued it is 
to predict, had not 
voluntarily surrendered.

“ They are as kind to me as it is possible for 
anybody to be, towing io boat in and out for 
me whenever I need help, and some of them

Wehave been gaining a little every 
yearin the matter of support, and, while the 
contributions come in slowly, they ure sure, and 
we don't lose any of our friends. As to the work. 
it bas been a gratifying success, and the results 
to-day will show for it. In many of these places 
we visited they used to dance and carouse Sun- 
days as well as week days. Now the saloons are 
shut up in some places, and the people are quiet, 
sober, and glad to hear the Word. At St. Mer 
tin's Island, for instanve, no whisky is now sold. 
and at South Manitou the saloonkeeper gave up 
bis license, went out of the business, and has 
been getting people to sign the pledge. The
